NEW GRADES OF SEED GRAIN 


| 

Specjal grades for seed wheat, o,ts 
and barley are now, authorized by the 
Order in council as followt: 

No. 1 Manitoba Northern | seed 
wheat shall ‘be composed of 85 per 
cent Red Fife or Marquis, sound and 
clean, free from other grain, and 
free from noxious weed seeds within 
the meaning of the Seed Control Act 
weighing not less than 60 pounds to 
the bushel. 

| No. 1 Canada Western seed oats 
shall be composed] of 95 percent of 
| white oats, sound, free from other 
jgrain, and free from noxious weed 
seeds within the meaning of the Seed 
Control Act, weighing not less than 
36 pounds to the bushel. 

| No. 3 Extra Canada Western seed 
barley shall be composed of the six- 


rowed barley, sound, plump, of fair 
color, free from other grain, and 
free from noxious weed seeds within 


lthe meaning of the Seed Control Act 
weighing 1j0t less than 48 pounds to 
the bushel. 

These special grades will be given 
ifor the crop of 1915 only on car lots 
of grain that are inspected, into the

the seed will be available to farmers 
and seed merchants at the close of 
navigation or about Decemper

LUMBER USED IN THE PRAIRIE 
PROVINCES 


Business men are more and more 
demanding facts as the basis on 
which to conduct their enterprises. 
‘Accurate knowledge eliminates waste 
and this is domand.d, cspecially in 
this timo of wer. lEecp.ns this in 
‘mind the minister of the interior, 
,through the forestry braach, inaugur 
ated'a series of studies of all the 
provinces of Canada. ‘The results 
‘are made available in bulletins for 
‘the public. The latest to le issued 
is Builetin No. 50 entitled “‘The Wood 
‘using Industries of the Prairie Prov- 
inces.’’ There has be:n a consider- 
able demand for this alregdy but as 
jlong as the supply lasts copies will 
be seit free upon application to the 
Director of Forestry, Department of 
lthe Interior, Ottawa. This bulletin 
‘gives the total amount of timber 
used in the different factories in the 
Lrairig provinces, tae weds ci Woow 
‘and where grown, The figures show 
that almost half the imported . tim- 
iber used in these industries comes 
from Britigh Columbia, while the Un- 
‘ited States sends 21 per cent, most- 
ly hardwood, and Ontario and Que- 
b?c together provide gn eqtal amoun 
of which over half is pine. Of the 
total quantity used a little over 16 
‘per cent was cut in the prairie pro- 
jVinces. The bulletin shows the pro- 
portion of the different kinds of wood 
used, the uses to which the different 
woods are put and discusses the 
Possibility of utilizing to a greater 
extent the native woods of the prai- 
Tie provinces.

The Alberta Estray law prescribes 


tray animal must immediately noti- 
fy the brand reader nearest his place 
to come out and take a copy pf the 
brand, if gny, on the animal. 
an advertisement must be inserted 
in the nearest local paper and also 
in the Alberta Gazette, and until the 
law is camplied with the holder of 
the estray cannot collect gny fee for 
his trouble or feed. Prompt action 
must be taken, the law lieing very 
strict in this matter. The brand 


readers are entitled to q fee of two 
dollars for each animal they cxam- 
inc and a mileage to the amount, vf 
10c per mile not to exceed thirty 
miles. The cost of the advcrtising 
| and the readiag of the brands, is a 
charge against the estray animal and 
paid when the animal is 
The patty holding the ani- 
imal is responsible for all charges 
until it is redeemed by the owner. 
No charges for feed are allowed be- 
itween the 15th day of April: and the 
15th: day of November. From Nov- 
jember 15 to April 15, a fee of 15e a 
jhead per day is allowed for horses 
land cattle dating from the day on 
which the notice is mailed to the 
owner of the estray animal, or to 
the Alberta Gazette, but not exceed- 
‘ing the sum of nine dollars.
